Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended June 23, 190(5, correspond to an annual rate of 16 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,787,788. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 9. 5, and the highest in 
Dundee and Perth, viz, 19.6 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 547, including diphtheria 2, 
enteric fever 12, measles 14, scarlet fever 1, and 15 from whooping 
cough. 

Japan — Formosa. — Ten days ended June 10, 1906. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 3,050,004. Number of deaths not reported; 176 deaths from 
plague reported. 

Nagasaki. — Ten days ended June 10, 1906. Estimated population, 
163,324. Total number of deaths not reported. No deaths from con- 
tagious diseases. 

Java — Batavia. — Three weeks ended June 2, 1906. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 160,000. Total number of deaths not reported. No conta- 
gious diseases reported. 

Madeira — Funchal. — Year euded December 31, 1905. Census pop- 
ulation, 44,049. Total number of deaths, 193, including diptheria 11, 
enteric fever 50, measles 1, scarlet fever 8, whooping cough 78, and 
18S from tuberculosis.
